Dr.  Frank  Bohn,  writer  and  lectur- 
er who  appears  at  Columbia  university, 
the  University  of  Southern  California, 
and  the  Town  Hall  in  New  York 
City,  will  lecture  to  students  of  Young 
univeristy  in  College  hall  tonight  at  8 
p.  m. 

Dr.  Bohn  is  an  authority  on  inter- 
national subjects,  having  traveled  ex- 
tensively and  studied  conditions  in 
Europe,  the  British  dominions,  and  the 
South  Seas  at  inteiwals  since  he  receiv- 
ed a doctor’s  degree  at  the  University 
of  Michigan  in  1904. 

He  was  war  correspondent  for  the 
New  York  Evening  Post  in  the  early 
years  of  the  World  war,  and  was  for- 
eign correspondent  for  the  New  York 
Times  later. 

Dr  Baun  appeared  in  Pro'vo  in  1917 
on  a Chautauqua  program,  and  in  a 
letter  to  Dean  Herald  R.  Clark  this 
week  said  in  reference  to  Provo,  “the 
hospitality  of  its  people  is  never  to  be 
forgotten.”

Five  Brigham  Young  students 
returned  Sunday,  December  10, 
from  a successful  debating  trip 
to  southern  California.  The  men’s 
debate  team,  composed  of  Har- 
old Christensen  and  Met  Wilson, 
defeated  U.  S.  C.  at  Los  Angeles 
and  entered  in  the  last  round  of 
the  semi-finals  in  the  Redlands 
tournament  in  which  Alison  Corn- 
ish also  brought  further  laurels 
to  the  Y by  winning  second  place 
in  the  women’s  extemporaneous  con- 
test. 

Louise  Nielsen  and  Miss  Cornish 
won  two  debates  and  lost  two  in  the 
Redlands  tournament.  Kenn  Peterson 
represented  the  Y in  the  men’s  ex- 
temporaneous contest  and  was  enter- 
ed in  the  second  round. 

The  group,  accompanied  by  Prof- 
essor William  J.  Snow,  arrived  in 
Los  Angeles  Tuesday.  Wednesday 
afternoon  the  first  debate  was  held 
with  U.  S.  C.  over  radio  station  KNX 
in  Hollywood.  No  decision  was  ren- 
dered. The  following  day  the  san^e 
team  debated  in  Bullock’s  department 
store  in  Los  Angeles.  An  audience  of 
150  gave  the  decision  to  the  Y.  The 
question  for  all  debates  was.  “Resolv- 
ed, that  the  power  of  the)  president  of 
the  United  States  be  substantially  in- 
creased as  a settled  policy.” 

The  women’s  debate  team  on  the 
same  day  debated  with  -one  of  4hc  U. 
S.  C.  women’s  debate  teams  in  a non- 
decisional  contest. 

Friday  and  Saturday  the  Y,  with  a 
hundred  other  teams  from  various  col- 
leges of  the  country,  entered  the  Red- 
lands debate  tournament  During  the 
tournament  the  men  won  six  debates 
and  lost  two,  and  were  entered  in  the 
last  round  of  the  semi-finals.  They 
were  the  fifth  ranking  team.  The  wo- 
men’s team  won  two  debates  and  lost 
two.

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COLLEGE  FORENSICS 


That}  forensic  activity  is  not  waning  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  is  evident 
from  the  fine  showing  of  Alison  Cornish  and  our  men  and  women 
debaters  at  the  recent  tournament  at  Redlands,  California. 

In;  such  open  competition  with  76  other  men’s  debating  teams, 
Met  Wilson,  president  A.  S.  B.  Y.  U.,  and  Harold  Christensen  did 
themselves  proud;  in  achieving  fifth  place  in  the  final  line-up,  while 
the  girl’s  team,  made  up  of  Alison  Cornish  and  Louise  Nielsen,  went 
through  two  rounds  of  the  tournament  before  being  eliminated. 

Since  it  is  intercollegiate  competition  as  distinct  from  competi- 
tion within  the  school  that  gives  life  to  any  activity,  and  develops 
in  great  measure  school  spirit,  such  a tournament  as  the  one  at  Red- 
lands is  to  be  highly  commended. 

We  need  more  intercollegiate  contacts  in  every  field  of  activity; 
but  especially  so  in  the  forensic  art,  for  it  is  in  this  that  we  develop 
the  abiltties  which,  in  conjunction  with  physical  fitness,  endow  us 
with  the  responses  necessary  to  the  achievement  of  success  in  the 
society  of  “educated  men  and  women.” 

When  we  realize  that  the  Redlands  tournament  is  one  of  the 
largest  forensic  meets  in  the  country,  and  that  interest  in  forensics 
is  growing  rapidly,  the  achievements  of  our  representatives  as  well 
as  of  those  representing  other  state  institutions  will’ act  as  revitaliz- 
ing influences  in  this  section. 

In  this  connectio.n  it  is  of  interest  to  know  that  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Speech  conference  to  be  held  at  Denver  in  February,  has  invited 
the  B.  Y.  'U.  to  produce  a student  play\  at  one  of  its  sessions.  In 
April,  the  Y will  act  as  host  to  the  Junior  College  forensic  meet/  at 
which  one-act  plays,  extemporaneous  speeches,  and  dramatic  read- 
ings willi  be  on  the  contest  program. 

With  all  this  activity  in  the  field  of  speech,  it  is  necessary  that 
we  understand  that  such  participation  as  is  afforded  college  sudents 
must  not  be  considered  as  an  end  in  itself.  To  many,  acti-vity  in 
the  field  of  speech  may  savor  of  a social  selfishness  in  which  the  idea 
of  giving  “effectiveness  to  self”  iS’,the  prime  motive.  A broader  vi- 
sion of  the  possibilities  is  needed.  Never  before  itf  seems,  have  we 
been  in  such  need  of  men  and  women  whose  devotion  to  a cause 
is  unquestioned,  whose  abilities  to  motivate  proper  response  in  social 
and  economic  crises  are  challenged. 

“To  give  effectiveness  to  truth”  then,  is  a goal  which  should 
invite  the  intelligence  and  ability  of  those  of  us  who  are  forensic- 
minded,  for  it  seems  that  only  when  forensics  blends  its  activity 
with  a sincere  utilitarian  value  it  gives  adequate  reason  for  existence 
in  college  life. 

In  such  an  institution  as  the  B.  Y.  U.,  it  should  be  unnecessary 
to  draw  attention  to  this  recommendation;  but  college  forensics 
should  impel  its  devotees  to  the  kind  of  effort  which  will  see  con- 
tinuance in  civic,  educational,  religious  and  political  life  after  col- 
lege days  are  ended.

Pitkin,  Walter  B.,  Life  Begins  at 
Forty,  New  York,  (Whittlesey  House 
Publication)  McGraw-Hill  Book  Co., 
Inc.,  1932.

Pitkin  has  taken  as  the  thesis  of  this 
book  the  theme  that  Americans  of 
forty  or  a little  over  are  the  luckiest 
generation  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  The  author  here  presents  the 
angle  of  the  man  or  woman  of  forty 
just  beginning  to  live,  instead  of  being 
on  the  shelf  as  the  younger  generation 
would  have  you  believe.

Introducing 

Dick  Grimmett

Editor’s  Note — This  is  the  first , 
of  a series  of  articles  introducing 
new  B.  Y.  U.  players. 

Although  this  article  is  entitled  “In- 
troducing Dick  Grimmett,”  basketball 
fans  of  Provo  need  no  introduction  to 
this  former  B.  Y.  high  and  Idaho 
star. 

Starting  when  Dick  made  39*  points 
in  the  first  high  school  game  he  ever 
played,  his  trail  has  been  one  of  ever- 
increasing  glory.  Playing  for  More- 
land, Idaho  high,  a school  with  an  en- 
rollment of  80  in  a town  of  250  in- 
habitants, Dick  achieved  Idaho  all- 
state  honors  when  he  was  a sopho- 
more and  his  team  reached  the  semi- 
finals in  the  tournament. 

Following  this  Dick  came  to  B Y. 
high  where  be  was  the  mainspring  of 
the  Wildcat  attack  during  the  1931-32 
season.  Age  limits  made  Dick  forego 
basketball  in  Utah  the  next  year  and 
he  returned  to  Moreland.  Again  he 
was  picked  Idaho  all-state  forward  and 
Moreland  high  was  runner-up  in  the 
state  finals. 

Although  the  competition  for  the 
forward  post  on  the  Cougar  quintet 
opposite  Floyd  Millet  is  decidedly 
keen  this  year,  Dick  has  been  showing 
up  to  good  advantage  and  his  know- 
ledge of  the  Romney  style  of  basket- 
ball enables  him  to  fit  into  the  team  in 
fine  style.  Undoubtedly  he  will  see 
plenty  of  action  this  year. 

Dick  was  invited  to  attend  four 
other  schools  but  he  chose  the  Y in 
preference  to  any  of  them  because  he 
had  previously  become  acquainted  with 
the  school  and  its  style  of  basketball. 

Dick  is  large  and  rangy,  standing  6 
feet,  1 inch  on  a gym  floor.  While  he 
has  not  definitely  decided,  he  thinks 
that  he  will  probably  take  up  coach- 
ing.

Monday  evening  at  8 p.  m.  the  Utes 
meet  the  Majors,  and  the  following 
hour  the  Cougars  battle  Colorado. 
Tuesday,  the  Utes  play  C.  C.  and  the 
Cougars  take  on  the  Pasadena  Maj- 
ors. 

Early  season  programs  seldom  offer 
the  possibilities  for  sports  thrills  that 
this  one  does.  The  teams  scheduled 
on  this  one  event  are  four  of  the  out' 
standing  in  the  nation.  B.  Y U.  is 
the  defending  champion  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  conference ; Utah  was  the 
Cougar’s  chief  rival  in  the  western 
division;  Colorado  college  is  one  of 
the  eastern  division’s  outstanding 
teams;  and  the  Pasadena  Majors  hold 
the  1932  championship  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  A.  A.  U. 

The  Pasadena  aggregation  is  bring- 
ing a colorful  array  of  experienced 
stars.  All  of  them  have  established 
reputations  in  college  and  A.  A.  U. 
basketball,  and  since  joining  the  Ma- 
jors they  have  built  up  an  impressive 
record.  Last  year  they  defeated  such 
teams  as  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, U.  C.  L.  A.,  Utah  Aggies,  Uni- 
versity of  Arizona  and  Wichita  Henry.

A T DENVER  MEETING 


Action  May  Be  Vetoed  By  Colorado  Politicians 
Because  of  Discrimination

One  of  the  most  turbulent  meetings 
held  since  the  organization  of  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Athletic  conference 
24  years  ago  came  to  a conclusion 
last  Saturday  when  B.  Y.  U.  and  seven 
other  colleges  and  universities  with- 
drew from  the  conference  with  the  in- 
tention of  forming  a new  organiza- 
tion. 

Opposite  to  the  action  of  the  eight 
seceding  schools  is  developing  in  Colo- 
rado and  threatens  to  veto  the  seces- 
sion This  opposition  comes  from 
the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  so-  ■ 
called  “Little  Four.”  i 

Dr.  P.  A.  Christensen,  faculty  rep- ' 
resentative  o fthe  B.  Y.  U.,  states  that 
he  was  little  surprised  at  the  reaction 
in  Colorado.  “In  fact,”  said  he,  “I 
rather  expected  it.  The  trouble  grows  i 
in  part  out  of  the  admission  of  Colo- 
rado college  into  the  organization.  One 
reason  given  for  the  revolt  was  that  ] 
it  would  bring  into  athletic  competi- 
tion only  those  schools  possessing 
about  equal  athletic  power.  This 
power  is  largely  determined  by  male 
enrollment.  Colorado  college  has  few- ' 
er  men  than  either  Colorado  Teachers 
or  Colorado  Mines.  The  obvious  in- ' 
consistency  looks  like  unfair  discrim- 
ination, Then  too,  every  school  is 
striving  to  maintain  a place  in  the  sun. 
Injuries  to  pride  and  to  other  and 
better  feelings  are  inevitable  in  an  ac- 
tion like  this  one.” 

Only  Four  Remain 
If  the  secession  becomes  valid,  the 
new  organization  will  include  besides 
B.  Y.  U.,  University  of  Utah,  Utah 
Aggies,  Colorado  Aggies,  Colorado 
college,  Colorado  university,  Denver 
university  and  Wyoming  university. 
Remaining  in  the  conference  are  Wes- 
tern State,  Colorado  Teachers,  Mon- 
tana State  and  Colorado  Mines 
A temporary  organization  for  the 
proposed  conference  of  eight  was  ef- 
fected at  the  Denver  meeting.  Unless 
obstacles  prevent,  the  work  will  be 
completed  at  a meeting  in  May. 

Proposals  that  each  of  the  “Big 
Eight”  teams  should  be  assured  at 


least  five  games  each  year  have  been 
advanced.  If  accepted,  this  will  mean 
that  B.  Y.  U.  will  play  at  least  three 
eastern  teams  and  two  western  teams 
each  year. 

Freshmen  Barred 

Barring  freshmen  from  varsity  foot- 
ball competition  will  probably  extend 
to  include  all  sports.  There  is  a pos- 
sibility that  the  Eastern  and  Western 
division  basketball  schedules  with  play- 
offs of  the  winners  will  be  eliminated 
by  forming  the  whole  conference  into 
one  division. 

The  conference,  which  now  bears  the 
title  Rocky  Mountain  Faculty  Athlet- 
ic conference,  was  originated  by  three 
Colorado  teams  as  the  Colorado  Fac- 
ulty Athletic  conference  in  1909.  It  re- 
ceived its  present  name  in  1910.  Brig- 
ham Young  university  entered  the  con- 
ference on  January  12,  1918. 

Several  names  for  the  new  confer- 
ence are  being  considered  but  present 
indications  show  that,  if  formed,  it 
will  assume  the  name  Intermountain 
Faculty  Athletic  Conference.
